Nixon Monday signed the measure 
which would enfranchise between 10 
and 11 million persons between 18 
and 21, and extend the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act under which more than 
one million Negroes won the- vote in 
the South 


The President, as he has before, 
said it was unconstitutional to lower 
the voting age by statute rather than 
by constitutional amendment 
He 
ordered Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell to seek an early court 
ruling on that issue. 


Nixon also, expressing concern 
that the young might raise their 
hopes only to have them dashed 
asked ( ongress to press ahead on a 
constitutional amendment m case 
the new enfranchisement law 
is 
overturned 


However, it seems certain the 
House, at least, merely will sit by 
and learn the late of the new law 
before making any move toward an

caddies a debatable subject 


(Eighth of 12 Pieces.) 


By FRANK BEARD 


Some of the pro.s have 
regular c a d d i e s they use 
most of the time, but I don’t. 
I prefer to use a local boy. 
especially a higlt school or 
college s t 11 d e n t. if he’s 
available. I like to stay away 
from the traveling caddies, 
the few dozen who follow the 
tour, moving from tourna­ 
ment to t o u r n a m e n t the 
same way the golfers do. 


Of course, some of them 
are good, hard workers, but 
I feel they’re the exceptions. 
I just don’t want to get in­ 
volved with the touring cad­ 
dies. It’s not that they’re 
bad caddies. They’re good, 
liut they think they’re too 
good. They want too much 
money. 


Tfiey want to get paid at 
a minimum what they call 
“ 10-and-three.” That’s $10 a 
dav and three ner cent of 
your winnings. I feel that’s 
just too much money. Last 
year I a v e r a g e d about 
$8,000 a tournament in prize 
money. 


In a normal tournament, 
you’ll use a caddy for six 
days, Tuesday through Sun­ 
day, and that m e a n s he 
wants $150 for working about 
30 hours. That also means 
if you win a tournament and 
collect an average first prize 
of $25,000, the caddy expects 
$810, more than $25 an hour. 
It’s not worth it to me. It’s 
the easiest possible work. 


I don’t expect the caddv to 
tell me what club to hit:*if I 
don’t know my own game 
better than he does, I ought 
to be in a different business. 
I don’t expect him to read 
the greens for me; I trust 
myself first. Once in a great 
while, you find a caddy who 
really h e l p s you, but the 
majority are just bag-toters. 
Tlie better ones carry your 
bag and clean your clubs 
after e a c h shot* and clean 
your ball on the green and 
obey the rules, and that’s all. 
I don’t want to pay as much 


as $25 an hour for that. 


Whenever I use a touring 
caddy. 
I don’t 
make any 
agreement with him in ad­ 
vance; I pay him what I 
think he’s worth. The tour­ 
ing caddies know the way I 
figure: they know I don’t 
pay well by their standards, 
so generally they stay away 
from me. I stay away from 
them, and we’re both happy. 
Flat golf c o u r s e s in the 
desert are much more diffi­ 
cult to gauge by the eye than 
hilly courses. When you have 
hills, you get s o m e depth 
perception. 
But in the des­ 
ert, you can’t t r u s t your 
visual judgment: you’ve got 
to walk off every yard. 


Golf’s an art, and in miser­ 
able weather, you can’t exe­ 
cute your art p r o p e r ly . 
People pay money to watch 
you, and you can’t perform 
any better than they would 
in this kind of weather. You 
are all bundled up. You can 
not swing freely. Your foot­ 
ing’s unsure and your grip’s 
treacherous, and you feel as 


though you’re going to fall 
down or let a club go tlying 
any moment. Half the time, 
you’re trying to piincti the 
ball into the wind, keep it 
low. 
You’re 
improvising. 
You’re not doing what you 
do best Your swing gets* all 
fouled lip 
It takes me about 
a week after I escape from 
bad weather to gel m> swing 
back into Its groove 


Some p l a y e r s seem lo 
thrive in bad weattier Doug 
Ford was alwavs a great 
bad-weather player, and he 
has given me a few lessons 
on playing in rain and wind, 
little tips like not to uver- 
swing and to take a little 
more club on each shot But 
nothing seems to help me 
e n o u g h in this kind of 
weather.
